FAMOUS DUELING GROUND. 


Portion of the New Or- 
Known as The Onks, 


Picturesque 
leans Park 


One of the most picturesque and 
beautiful spots in New Orleans and re- 
plete with historical incidents is the 
Oaks, the Chenes d’Allard, as they 
were called of old They are now a 
part of the City park and a favorite 
resort for the children of the creole 
quarters, dozens of swings being at 
tached to the massive live oaks, which 


shade several acres of ground. 

The land was formerly the plantation 
of Louis Allard, a very learned Irrench 
man of early New Orleans It was 
bought by the great philanthropist, 
John MeDonough, and finally passed 
into the hands of the city and was 
dedicated as a park. Its most eventful 
history was in advance of its park 
days, when it was practically waste 
land, Lying as it did on the shell road 
to Bayou St. John and Lake Pontechar 
train, within easy distance of the city, 
yet deserted and uninhabited, it afford 
ed the vefy spot for the duels fre 
quent among the flery creoles and ho 
less fiery Americans New Orleans 
in antebellum days. Here, under the 
shade of a primeval forest of gigantic 
oaks, elther with pistol or rapier, more 
especially the latter, the difficulties be 
tween “gentlemen” were fought out 
under the strictest rules of the code of 
honor. 

At these times New Orleans, al 
though to a large degree cosmopolitan, 
was essentially a creole city and bound 
by the creole habits and Ideas, and one 
of these ideas was that a slight aft 
front could be wiped out only by blood 
shed in a duel. The result was to pro 
duce the greatest punctillo among men 
A blow was strictly forbidden and suf 
ficient to debar the striker from the 
privileges of the duello, A gentleman 
who would so far forget himself as to 
strike another was exposed to the ig- 
nominy of being refused a meeting on 
the field of honor. 

Most of the duels had their origin in 
the ballroom, where brush rudely 
against a man was often deemed suffi 
clent cause for exchanging cards.

ago, An occasional meeting is held 
even today, but they are growing 
scareer, for the police now interfere 
and arrest duclists, whereas of old 
they kept out of the way. The oaks 
are among the finest In the United 
States, some of them shading nearly 
un ucre of ground, and each oak has 
a dozen traditions or stories of the 
duello attached to it, romantic and 
bloody,—Leslic’s Weekly.

SAVING AN OLD PAINTING. 


Ingenious Method by Which It War 
Transferred to New Canwyna, 
“Did you hear of transferring 
an old oil painting a@ new canvas?” 
said a well known art connoisseur of 
this eity “One would declare at first 
blush that the thing was absolutely im 


evel 


to 


possible, but I saw it done with a ple 
ture over eight feet square, and the 
operation was a perfect success. The 
painting to which I refer had been a 
tine example of the early Ttallan 
school, but it had lain forgotten in a 


garret for many years and had become 
so inecrusted with dirt and grime that 
it was impossible to distinguish any of 
the details, Ordinarily it could have 
been cleaned without trouble, but the 
damp and mold of two centuries had | 
rotted the canvas until it was ready to 
fall apart at a touch, and serubbing | 
was, of course, out of the question. | 

“That was the condition of things 
when it was taken In hand by an ex 
pert restorer from Belgium who hap- 
pened to be in the city, The first thing 
he did was to glue a huge sheet of 
thick manila paper firmly to the face 
of the picture. Then he turned it over 
carefully and picked off every particle 
of the old decaying canvas, revpaling 
the rear surface of the paint itself. It 
was a big job and required no end of 
patience, but the last thrend was final- 
ly removed, and nothing was left but 
the fragile shell of pigment. That he 
covered with the strongest fish glue, 
and a new sheet of canvas was spread 
over it and pressed down. 

“In a few hours It was perfectly dry, | 
and the painting was as firmly attach 
ed to its new foundation as if it had | 
been there from the rt. Nothing | 
then remained but to take off the ma 
nila paper, which was readily done | 
with hot water, After that the surface 
was thoroughly cleaned, and the ple- 
ture is now almost as bright and clear 
it was when It left the painter's 
easel, The owner could hardly believe 
his eyes. It seemed to him that a verl- | 
table miracle had been accomplished.”

The 
museum part consisted of a lot of stulf 
which had been saved from the fire 
when Barnum’s museum in New York 
was burned The bears were rather 
old and out of form, but they went 
just the same. Barnum’s principal 
contribution was his name, but the 
coneern paid handsomely Two per 
formances were given most every day, 
and the audiences were made up al- 
most wholly of soldiers and others 
brought here by the war I was a 
lending attraction, riding a bareback 
horse, which was then a sensation on 
account of its novelty.

Last Tuesday morning petitions were 
presented to Governor Crane asking for 
the appointment of Joho G. Maguire, 
sq, ol this city, to an Associate 
Justice of the Fourth District Court of 
Keastern Middlesex to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of Judge Benjamin 
I. Bond last week, which were favor- 
wbly received, They were presented 
to the Governor by Hon, Edward F. 
Johnson, Chief Judge of said Court, 
who supplemented the documents by 
such explaoatory remarks as the sub- 
ject required, Judge Johnson was in- 
troduced to the Governor by City 
Solicitor of Woburn, Francis P. Cur- 
ran, Nsq., and Senator Fred Joy of 
Winchester, who also spoke in com- 
plimentary terms of the fitness of Mr. 
Maguire for the bonorable position 
sought to be obtained for him, 

‘here were two petitions, of similar 
import, one signed by every member of 
the Bar residing in the Fourth Judicial 
District, and the other by numerous 
Woburn, Such 
an expresion of confidence aud esteem— 
& unanimous request—must have been 
exceedingly gratifying to Mr. Maguire 
The Governor remarked to Judge John- 
son that it was pleasant to find such 
unanmity, among the Bar and people in 
behalf of the candidate, and that his 
appointment would be submitted to the 
Council on Wednesday morning.

THE PENALTY OF MUSIC. 


Players Who Are Forced to Quit Be- 
ecnurse of Dentnens, 

“Kew realize how many musicians 
are obliged to go out of the business 
on account of deafness,” said ap old 
musician to a reporter. “Only a few of 
the thousands of players in the coun- 
try become famous. The great mass 
of them plod along day after day in the 
same old path. When one of us drops 
ont, no one cares to Inquire why, but 
many times the reason is deafness and 
nothing else, 

“Loss of hearing is particularly the 
affliction of those who play brass iIn- 
struments. <A cornetist who has play- 
ed in Kansas City orchestras for many 
years has stopped playing now be- 
eause he fs losing his faculty of hear- 
Ing. He went out of the business be 
fore It Was too late. Many of the old 
players hang to their instruments until 
the loudest strains of an orchestra or 
clamor of a band sounds to them like a 
mere hum, Then they are forced to 
stop. Their usefulness fs gone. 

“The musician’s deafness is undoubt- 
edly caused by the injurious effects of 
the constant vibration of musical notes 
upon the delicate machinery of the ear, 
A man who blows a cornet or a trom- 
bone or a horn of any kind for several 
hours will notice a queer buzzing in his 
ears. When the playing Is kept up ev- 
ery day in the week and every week in 
the year for a long number of years, 
It’s no wonder that deafness comes. 
Some musicians play without effort. 
Their skill is natural. They pour out 
music as free as breath. But the skill | 
of others is acquired only by hard and 
constant Iabor. In addition to their 
regular playing in band or orchestra 
they must practice Industriously sever- 
nl hours every day. And these are the 
ones who lose their hearing and drop 
out of sight unnoticed.”—IKansas City 
Star.

THE SITUATION. 

As near as can be learned there is no 
change in the labor troubles here from 
their condition a week ago, so far as 
the strikers are concerned, In some 
other respects the situation is different 
and worse, 


The Russell Counter Company, to 
escape control of their business by the 
employees, as they say, have moved the 
principal part of their works to Boston 
and now have only a few hands in their 
factory here, and those only tempo- 
rerily, until the whole plant can be 
taken away. [By this step some 150 to 
200 Woburn people are thrown out of 
employment, and local trade loses 
nearly $2,000 a week in money circu- 
lation. 

Thus is one of the most prosperous 
and best industries in our city lost 
Its departure is final, What has the 
cause of labor and labor unions gained 
by this strike? On the other hand, the 
loss to the business of the city is great. 

The striking buffers are in no better 
plight. ‘They have been out nearly five 
weeks ata sacrifice of $15 a week io 
wages, and the chances of their getting 
back into the factories grow less every 
day. At least, this is what we gather 
from disinterested parties. Beggs & 
Cobb, proprietors of the largest leather 
plant in the country, are getting on 
comfortably without the striking buffers. 
The same is said to be true of the 
American Hide & Leather Company, 
who to meet the present conditions 
have stopped putting in hides, are run- 
ning on two-thirds time, and are not 
worrying over the situation, so they 
claim, 

The Hide & Leather Company are 
rebuilding an immense plant in Western 
Pennsylvania, and their General Agent 
is reported as saying here within « few 
days that the whole Woburn business

Military Instruction and Patriotic 
Education in Schools, 


Why has military instruction been} 
eliminated from our Sehool curriculum ?| 
Who are the supersensitive etherealists 
that object to its continuance ag a part 
of the school work ? 

It is regretable that, among these who 
control the management of our achools, 
there are none to be found who can (or 
Will) comprehend the importance of the 
development of the patriotic side of 
American military instruction in the 
Public Schools. There are manifold ad- 
vantages and benefits to be obtained 
through such instruction, It will prove 
a helpful discipline to boys, and, in ad 
dition to this, and quite as important in 
the minds of many people, is that phase 
which involves the preparation for a 
soldier, to the end that, in times of 
danger to the country, a need of prompt 
and intelligent means of defence in the 
absence of a large standing army is a 
necessity, the importance of having men 
qualified and ready for duty should not 
be overlooked, But over and above this 
reason for maintaining military instruc. 
tion is that of physical training, with 
obedience in military drill, and. the 
habits of order and neatness which are 
inseparable from the duties of soldiers, 

Under military instruction crooked 
forms are made straight, contracted 
chests are expanded, a manly gait and 
erect carriage are sequired. The boys 
learn to respeet law, and to obey orders, 
An essential clement of manly character, 

Too many of the boys of the present 
day are growing up conceited, the result 
of lax discipline at home; too many are 
allowed to “talk back,’ to insist upon 
reasons, to hesitate in prompt obedience 
to parental authority. Much af this 
would be corrected by military instrue- 
tion. Important as it is that the country 
should have a large reserve force of 
trained soldiers at band on call, these 
considerations of vigorous physical train- 
ing and rigid discipline, tending toward 
obedience to proper authorities, at proper 
times, without question, 18 an exceed- 
ingly desirable result to obtain, 

It is a mistaken notion that prevails 
With some that military instruction tends 
to inculeate a warlike character; hence 
secks for opportunity to quarrel. The 
opposite is true, and has been true from 
the beginning, The last man to engage

in a conflict, or to encourage a conflict 
at arms, has ever been found to be the 
soldier, Whether in the ranks or under 
shoulder straps. 

Pupils in the Public Schools are being 
trained for citizenship, and the highest 
type of American citizenship will, in the 
future, as it has been in the past, be 
found among those who have been edu- 


cated in the school of the soldiers, who 
worshiped at the shrine of Patriotism 
and reverently bowed before the Flag

An officer who com- 
manded at Santiago says of Robert Gor- 
don Everett, who he promoted to be 
Sergeant Major for gallantry in battle, 
a lad just graduated from Public sehool 
No. 86 in New York; 

“Wherever IT was in those exciting 
hours he was there also, carrying out 
my orders and anticipating them. In all 
iny experiences I have never seen a more 
manly man, or a more sublime exhibi- 
tion of stalwart courage shown under 
most distressing conditions, He was a 
boy in years, but in thought and charac 
ter aman of men. In that vast con 
course of men about Santiago there 
were none who made greater sacrifices, 
or showed such superior heroism, as this 
boy whose fidelity to duty earned for 
him the tithe of the ‘Boy Hero of San- 
tiago,’"’

the Army and Navy to assist in military 
instruction in the Public Sehools. It is 
hoped our educational authorities will 
allow Woburn to become one of the 
beneficiaries under that act.—X.

Mail Carrier.

“My name is ‘James Wesley Dodson.’ 
My address is ‘anywhere on the Yukon 
River from Circle City to St. Michaels. In 
case of accident please notify Mra. James 
W. Dodson, Edson, Skagit County, Wash: 
ington.’ ‘The name of my bicycle is ‘none.’ 
Its nuinber is ‘none.’ The number on the 
case of my watch is ‘none,’ The number 
of the works is ‘none.’ The number of my 
Bank Book is ‘none.’ My weight is ‘one 
hundred and forty-eight pounds.’ My 
height ‘five feet and eight inches.’ Thus 
did this wonderful, intereating man and in- 
trepid miner, trailer, pilot, and mail carrier 
read from hie diary, and introduce himself 
to me, under the shadow of the Arctic 
Circle on the Hogatsekakat Riverin Alaska, 

On November fifth, eighteen hundred and 
ninety eight, be left St Michaels entrusted 
with important commissions given him by 
two of the large trading compantes located 
atthat place. With the belated mail, his 
tent, sheet iron stove full of dry wood, 
blankets, and sufficient food to last bimself 
and dogs for a few days, he crossed the 
narrow channel, known as the ‘'canal,” that 
separates the island from the main land to 
the snow covered tundra and arrived at 
Kutlik. Thence out on the frozen Yukon, 
alone with his four strong and handsome 
dogs, commonly called Siwashes, he toiled 
and plodded through the snow. The wind 
was bitterly cold and blew directly in his 
face. Nightafter night he raised his lonely 
shelter, started the welcome blaze, and 
brewed the pot of coffee, But before he 
satisfied his own inner man, he cooked the 
pail of corn meal and bacon, with an occa- 
sional fish, and served it steaming hot to his 
faithful companions. Many and many a 
time he has shared his last morsel with his 
friends. Such he considers them and treats 
them os he would a brother. For, he saya, 
“the animals can't work unless they are fed 
regularly and well. The poor brutes re 
ceive but one meal a day, and then after a 
day's run, so they should have all they can 
eat.” He seldom uses awhip. Still, within 
easy reach across the handle bars, or on 
the rear end of the sled is kept a short 
braided black raw hide, possibly four feet 
long, which he calls his ‘*black snake.” 
‘*More to scare them with, than to strike 
them. Yet, once in a while, a dog won't 
mind you, then you have got to lick the day 
lights out of him and he is as good as a 
kitten for a long time.” Day atter day this 
single Lving group wended its way along 
the crooked river, before the flercest wintry 
blasts encountered by man on this mundane 
sphere. A hundred miles were traversed 
before the hills sheltered the chilled and 
faithful carrier for the alcohol thermotoeter 
indicated fifty, and more, degrees below 
zero. 

He rested a week at Andreafski, and then 
cut across country to Holy Cross Mission, 
Nulato, and Pickart’s trading post, which is 
two miles from the Koyukuk River. An 
Official United States office of Alaska is 
here. In this place he epenttwo weeks 
sorting, alphabetically, the gathered mail 
Then with everything securely tied, the 
dogs followed the runner toward the North 
Wherever there is a broken trail the dogs 
will advance without a guide, but overa 
new country and unbroken snow, a man is 
needed to pilot the way. Jim had all he 
could attend to, keeping the sled upright. 
It was fourteen feet long, sixteen inches 
wide, surrounded by a thong woven mesh a 
foot, or more high. The frame, made of 
birch, was held together by sinew for no 
partof a dog sled can be made rigid. The 
twisting, yanking, turning of sharp corners, 
pulling to avoid obstructions, and uneven 
balancing on the trail requires a strongly 
built, flexible sled. Such an one Jim tad 
of Russian build. By grasping the handle 
bars, that project from the rear like those 
from a plough, he steered his cratt. It re- 
quires a trained hand and a quick eye for 
the tugging dogs will go where one least 
suspects. ‘To get snarled up among a lot of 
willows, or wedged between two trees, im 
mediately causes a volley of maledictions 
and often blows to fall upon the heads of 
the innocent Huskias or Siwashes. The 
Huskie is recognized as being entirely of 
one color, gray or black, while the Siwash 
isa mixture of both. Jim seldom swears 
at his dogs and never uses the native term 
of command—**Mush, mush"—for ta white 
man should talk to his dogs as a white man 
and speak to them in English.” Asa rule, 
the dog must be carried to the harness and 
it is amusing to watch a dog-team preparing 
to start. Jim's dogs will go and sit beside 
their various collars until harnessed. Then 
when everything is uuder strap and knot, 
the command—‘all ready"—is given and 
the dogs are nway for a twenty mile, or 
more, day's run 

The daylight in Alaska during December 
and January is short. Itis dark when one 
starts at eight in the morning, and the trail 
cannot be distinguished after three in the 
afternoon, unless there is a good moon, and 
travelling by moonlight is not often to be 
desired. In fourteen of these short days, 
Jim and his companion covered four bun- 
dred miles. They endured bitter cold as 
they traversed the trackless meadows and 
the wooded heights. Now and again, they 
encountered the extremely crooked Koyu 
kuk, which means “crooked.” ‘Iwo 
sleeps,” us the natives @ay, or nights, as we 
would term it, away from our camp their 
food gave out and they were lost. Jim 
divided the last biscuit among the dogs 
The hungry and tired men urged on the 
twam as best they could with the North star 
ever in sight as their guide. All night long, 
they cut their way through @ network of 
twisted willows and alders When day 
light came they found that they had cuta 
trail over the long arm of a very crooked 
bend in the river. Had they turned to the 
left at nightfall, they would have reached a 
native’s cabin, in ten minutes, where food 
and shelter could have been obtained. 

About six in the afternoon of January 
fourteenth, eighteen hundred and ninety 
nine, & nan Came to our cabin and said that 
“Windy Jim” was at his camp with mail for 
us. I hurried across the creek, entered the 
cabin, and beheld a medium sized man, 
with smooth shaven face, in lis shirt sleeves 
untying « package of letters. An interested 
group of fifteen crowded around and as 
their bames were called nervously clutched 
at the precious missives from their homes 
in far distant Minnesota, There were 
bundles and bundles of letters of all sizes 
and thicknesses, I ¢aw the postal card, the 
advertisement of a widely koowo catarrh 
cure, for which the poor recipient would be 
obliged to pay one dollar, the voluminous 
home doings written by a loving mother to 
her far away son, and the bunch of seven 
tiny notes, (about an inch and a half equare) 
ted to an ordinary sized envelope, from 
some little tot to her poor dear papa in the 
frozen North, From A to Z there were 
twenly-four hundred and fifty pieces to look 
over before the U's and Y's were satiefled 
that there was not one more stray envelope 
for them, Jim allowed no one, not even his 
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helper, to touch the letters and although he 
was hungry be waited until all the letters 
belonging to the camps in the district were 
taken out of the bundles. Finally he 
reached the W's and I picked up seven 
ordinary sized envelopes. I had expected 
letters from my wife in large ‘‘policy” en- 
velopes and you can imagine my disappoint. 
| mentin not receiving one. I told Jim they 
must have gone astray. But he had a sur- 
prise in store. He left the table, went to 
the large mail bag, and from its depths, he 
fished out a long blue bundle. ‘There, 
what's that look like?” I was satisfied for 
IT recognized the familiar handwriting on 
every one of the seven envelopes. It was 
after ten o'clock. Gathering the one huo 
dred and forty, addressed to members of 
my party, in my arms, I returned to the 
anxiously waiting boys. We dared not read 
many, forthe combined wealth was nowhere 
near one hundred and forty dollars, (one 
dollar per letter) and we did not know, at 
that time, what arrangements we could 
make for payment. ‘The next day we paid 
as much as could be spared and gave notes 
for the balance. How we read the newa of 
home and of the war! ! A war about 
which we knew nothing, but from the clip 
pings, for this was the first mail received 
by us since May of the previous year, 

The mail for the rest of the gulch was 
delivered the next four days and ‘Windy 
Jim" was ready to gladden the hearts of 
those at Peavy, Bergman, Circle City, and 
other places along the Koyukuk aod Yukon 
Rivers. He returned to our cabin and, on 
the nineteenth, at twenty degrees below 
zero, I photographed him as he sat on his 
sled, whip in hand, with ruoner, and dogs, 
Joss, Nigger, Wolf, and Doc by name, 
ready for the command. 

He remained with us over night, That 
afternoon, until three in the morning, 
three of us reassorted the remaining 
letters into piles, putting into packages 
those with the same address. We barely 
took time for supper. Jim and his 
helper worked with us till into the even 
ing, when the former stretched himself 
on the pile of wood behind the stove for 
a smoke, and the latter retired between 
blankets. Soon the stertorous breathing 
behind the stove indicated that tired 
Nature had overcome man’s will, and 
we continued our work without his help. 
We noticed the large square envelope otf 
thin overland paper from the Father- 
land, one from far off Florida, another 
from Australia, all sorts of handwritings 
from the indecipherable scrawl of the 
unlettered mind to the copperplate 
slant of the college girl, One man had 
fifty-four such, in the same handsome 
address, from his best girl evidently 
among the seventy-two tied together. 
wonder if he had suflicient money to 
pay for the fifty-four, for Jim solemnly 
stated he would send them all back to 
O— it the money was not forthcoming. 
We made an alphabetical record so a 
glance would show him, if asked on the 
trail, whether the inquirer had a letter, 
or not, and how many. If fortunate, 
Jim would open a certain bag, and 
quickly extract the package, thus saving 
much time and trouble. 

Breakfast over all was made ready for 
the start. The dogs were alert. The 
runner tightened the last knot, and 
“Windy Jim,”’ himself, dressed in leather 
trousers, feet encased in native “muk- 
luks” of walrus soles and hair seal leg- 
gings, sweater, and fur cap, with his 
mittens connected by a strap hanging 
from his neck, was an excellent speci- 
men of the tough, wiry, bronzed 
humanity, the pioneers of our Northern 
possessions. His leather made ‘parka,” 
whieh is drawn o the head like a 
sweater, had fastened to the left breast 
a beautiful specimen of the jeweller’s 
art. A gold pin of peculiar design and 
the much to be desired—Y. P.—cut in 
relief across the front, for ‘Windy Jim” 
is one of the pioneers—Yukon Pioneers 

of Alaska. A society of all those, in 
Alaska, previous to eighteen hundred 
and ninety has been formed and _ its 
members distinguish themselves by this 
emblem, His pin is made of gold dug 
by himself from his claim on Mastodon 
Creek. His gold and coal claims, with 
other interests, are scattered through- 
out the territory. 

His presence is very agreeable and 
while we were trotting along the trail 
after the dogs, he grew reminiscent of 
his former life as a mail carrier in the 
early days of Washington. He told how 
he had courted one of my next camp 
neighbor's wife long before the Captain 
met her, tales of his Alaskan hardships 
and privations, dry jokes about the 
tricks of the trading companies, and 
stories of the natives. Carrying the mail 
wis & private enterprise of his, but not 
always profitable. He said that he ex- 
pected to lose five hundred dollars on 
this particular trip, because the boys 
were upable to pay, in full, for their 
letters, and, yet, he had to pay his 
runner five dollars a day, and a dollara 
day for the dog’s food. For four years 
he had been the messenger of news to 
the boys in Alaska. Occasionally, one 
would be found who did not appreciate 
his kindness, then his letter went back 
to the post office to await the Spring 
breakup, when the letter could be ob 
tained free of charge, By this means of 
entering every camp, he has been en- 
abled to locate claims, and to add to 
his wealth, whenever a discovery of gold 
had been made. 

Ile is forty-nine years 
never had the scurvy, he calls it the 
lazy man’s disease, He is seldom sick, 
and his whole medical outfit consists of 
a bottle of ginger and one of pain 
killer, 

At a quarter after eight, we said the 
last good-bye to our postman; he start- 
ing for Seattle, twenty-two bundred 
miles away, and we remaining in camp 
until the ice would break in the Spring. 

He visited his Washington home, last 
summer, for the first time in eight years, 
but the alluring Alaskan life has ito 
him back to his old haunts, for recently 
an account was published which stated, 
that he had lived on decayed meat for

old. He has

several times. I have never learned why 
he is called “Windy Jim” for he seemed 
to be more reserved than “windy.” He 
evidently is pleased with the cognomen 
for | heard him say “I am James W.

Notes from the Public Library, 


The Librarians note with gratification 
the tendency on the part of some of the 
teachers of the Public Schools to aid 
and assist the pupils under their charge 


at

in the selection of their reading. The 
influence of the teacher exceeds any 
other, and a helping hand by way of 


Suggestion and advice from one who, by 
daily association, has gained an insight 
into the minds of those under their 
charge is the one best fitted to give diree- 


tion, In some instances lists of books 
have been given the pupils to make 
selections from, and in this way they 


have had put into their hands the best 
literature and that best adapted to their 
mental capacity. This method follewed 
out through the course in the Grammar 
and High School could but help form a 
taste for good reading that would be of 
great and lasting worth. The morbid 
habit which crowds of our young people 
have of excessive and aimless reading, 
would be guarded against and cheeked, 
and the questions would soon be 
answered, ‘How shall our children get 
on speaking terms with good books? 
how shall they catch the enthusiasm 
and passion for reading good literature? 
and how to make reading a pleasure and 
not a drudgery ?” 

The love of nature in all its forms is 
being developed, and there is an increas- 
ing demand fer books on that subject; 
but perhaps no department at the 
present time receives mere attention 
than the study of the birds; and there 
can be found in the Library nearly one 
hundred and fifty books on this subject 
alone, illustrated In many cases with 
fine colored portraits of our feathered 
friends. With this variety of books, 
supplemented with the rare collection 
ot New England specimens of birds in 
the Library museum, a fine opportunity 
is afforded the student of ornithology. 

New and important books added the 
last month are “A new ride to Khiva,” 
by Robert Jefferson. ‘The author says 
the real reason why he rode a bicycle 
to Khiva was because so many people 
said it was impossible. But he had a 
successful journey and is able to tell 
much that is new and interesting of an 
almost forgotten part of the world. 

“Salons, Colonial and Republican,”’ by 
Anne H. Wharton, The interest felt in 
Colonial life in America h become 
deep and widespread, and this volume 
is full of such phases of life which hold 
and -interest the reader. Although no 
salon” could have been held in the 
New World that in any degree ap 
proached those brilliant circles in Paris 
aud London, yet there were not a few 
men and women in Colonial life who 
were lovers of good literature, especially 
in the Northern and Middle Colonies. 
There were those who wielded ready 
pens, men and women of learning and 
rare conversational powers. ‘These re- 
unions of the literati, or social circles, 
were marked by a grace and charm of 
manner that could hardly be equalled 
in these later times,

In Behalf of Milltary Drill. 


When I was seventeen years old T was 
sent by my guardians—perhaps to get 
rid of me—to_a military school ina 
amall town in Vermont. Here we were 
taught to rely on ourselves and to per 
form our duty in an untheatrical manner, 
The drum was used only for signals, and 
we marched without music and drilled, 
not in the pent-up limits of a hail, but 
in the open air on the grass in front of 
our barracks, where our feet pressed 
silently on the sod and the sound of 
each other's footfall could not be used 
to time our movements. The whole 
command numbered about seventy-five 
men, some of whom had been in service 
in the Civil War just closed, and the 
officers and professors were mostly per- 


sons who had had actual military ex- 
perience. The school was located in 4 
country district, where the pursuits of 


the inhabitants were mostly agricultural, 
and there were few spectators to witness 
our military movements. We, therefore, 
lacked the inspiration which acoom- 
panies many schools where the military 
drill is simply an ornamental fringe, 
but, nevertheless, in comparative ob- 
scurity and in circumstances of absolute 
quiet, we performed our duties thoroughly 
and well. 

In the exhilarating mountain air of 
Vermont we acquired health and manly 
strength in spite of food that was not 
always the best, and in spite of the de- 
pression to young minds, with no home 
comforts and pleasures, of gloomy and 
dull winters. We were compelled, 
whether we willed or not, to rise early, 
to dress quickly, te drill on occasion in 
the early morning in the wet grass one 


hour and a half before breakfast, to 
retire at a certain hour, and to be 
prompt at meals and recitations. In 


short, we learned to perform our whole 
duty firmly and quietly in whatever 
sphere of experience we were placed. 

I do not mean to say that discipline 
in other lines, or in other forms of edu- 
cation, does not bring about the same 
result, but to many, particularly boys, 
discipline of this kind is an excellent 
thing, because of the force employed to 
enforce its requirements, and because of 
the impersonal character of the military 
system, which requires everyone, no 
matter what his position, to be atten- 
tive to his duties and the orders giveu 
him. We were trained to have an am- 
bition to excel in the position where we 
were placed, whether conspicuous or in- 
conspicuous, the efforts of all forming 
a combined and successful whole in any 
enterprise we were set about. To the 
dullest the motto of our school, “TD will 
try,”’ proved an ardent incentive to the 
highest excellence. 

It is true my experience was not like 
that of a man who had been at the 
front, but it was of considerable im- 
portance to myself, and I believe that 
the two years I spent at the military 
school did me no harm, but much good. 

I have been interested, Mr. Editor, in 
the letter of your correspondent, in last 
week's JOURNAL, regarding the giving 
up of military drill in the Woburn High 
School, and what he says of its value | 
think is undoubtedly true. 

When the Woburn High School Bat- 
talion was first organized I took con- 
siderable interest in it, and watched its 
progress with pleasure. I could only 
regret the deterioration it experienced 
during the last year or so of its existence, 
when under an instructor of reputation 
it ought to have advanced in excellence. 
In consulting with the Superintendent 
of Schools, I find that the time devoted 
to the regular courses of the schools is 
already overloaded with studies, and for 
this reason probably military drill, if 
prosecuted, could not receive the time 
it is properly entitled to. Now, I be- 
lieve something more than a mere fringe, 
consisting of a few theatrical military 
movements, is necessary to be of any 
use to students taking this branch. It 
should be done with reasonable thorough 
ness, if done at all. The pupil, to get) 
the full benefit of the exercise should 
drill in the open air as much as possible. 


Moreover, military drill, if pursued, 
should be obligatory on every able- 
bodied male member of the shool. 
The officers, too, should be selected on 


the basis of military merit, rather than 
scholastic standing. A good scholar in 
the branches generally taught in the 
schools is not the best officer for the 
military company, but the boy who 
shows a decided ability and liking for 
the military art, should be the one to 
whom preference should be given, either 
by the election of his fellows, or appoint 
ment by the teachers or committee. 

I think a really good thing should not} 
be set aside, or given up, without a de- 
fence of its merits.—C,

In typemaking, and it was discovered 
that three or four nicks on the side of 


the type made It easier for the printer 


to handle, and so the three or 

nicked type came Into style and the 
two nicked type went into disuse and 
bad repute. Printers despised the two 
nicked type. About that time wonien 
got a foothold in the printing offices 


They were not regarded with favor by 
the old time printers. The women and 
the two nicked type were in about the 
same category in the esteem of the old 
typo, and it was very natural that he 


should come to express both by the 
same words. They both became ‘two 
nickers,’ and the expression has be 


come traditional in printshops.”’—Mem- 


phis Scimitar.

of affairs. There were pictures of all 
sorts, caricaturing Law, the nobility, 
the schemes and everything connected 
With them.

It was this tremendous amount of 
pictorial work that first directed the 
energies of William Hogarth, in Lon

The Profits Were Not So Large nas 
the Buyers Expected, 
“There are tricks in the whisky bust- 


ness a8 well as in others,’ sald the 
drummer for a large compounding 


house, “and I remember once how the 
firm I was with got stuck. One day a 
man drove up in a one horse wagon 
earrying one barrel of whisky, which 
le wanted to sell. He told us some 
kind of a story about an old uncle dy- 
ing and leaving it to him; but, as he 
couldn't afford to use as good liquor as 
it was, he had concluded to sell it. 

“We took the barrel into the house, 
and, prying out the bung, we slipped in 
the siphon and drew off a glass of It to 
sumple, And it was fine. The barrel 
showed age, and the Hquor tasted It. 
It was worth $10 o gallon if it was 
worth a cent, but we didn’t give the 
man any such pointers. We knew by 
the welght that there were at least 40 
gallons of it, and we made him an of- 
fer of $150 for the barrel. He higgled 
awhile, but took the money at last and 
drove away. 

“In the course of a couple of weeks 
we concluded to put that whisky in 
bottles and sell it as case goods, so we 
set the siphon to work at the bung and 
began to draw It off. After the fourth 
bottle had been drawn the siphon re- 
fused to work, and we examined it to 
find what was wrong. We could not 
get at it that way, and, as the contents 
seemed to be all right, we set the bar- 
rel on end and bored another hole in it. 
Then the siphon worked, but the liquor 
was much paler. and one of the men 
tasted it. By George, It wasn’t whisky 
at all!

The Tamahac or Tomahawk, 

Tamahae eventuaily came to desig- 
nate the “war hatchet” of the Indian, 
supplied by the milltary commanders 
of the whole continent in equipping the 
warriors on the many expeditions In 
which French and English were con- 
stuntly engaged, and was furnished 
in allies of the English tn our 
war of independence. 

This weapon was elther in the form 
of a spear or hatchet blade on one side, 
While upon the opposite side there was 
n cuplike cavity, with a small hole ex- 
tending Into the eye of the weapon, tn- 
to which a tough handle of wood was 
fitted 18 inches or two feet in length. 
‘The handle was perforated almost Its 
entire length, and below the hollow of 
the bow! it was bored at right angles 
to this perforation, a sultable stemhole 
for the passage of the tobacco smoke 
when the implement was In use as a 
pipe. 

The tomahawk pipe was not only at 
tractive and popular in trade, but, like 
the earlier trade pipe, was given as a 
present at councils and ratifieations of 
treaties.

It went to 
Finance Commitiee.—Granted petition 
of John Gilereast for removal of a 
light on Plymptou st.—Granted petition 
for laying out and accepting Hart Place 
as a public highway. 

Pres. Blodgett reported for Finance 
Com. that asa site for the new High 
School buildiog, a lot at the corner of 
Broad st., and Montvale ave., was 
recommended, and the following order 
was read once and tabled till the next 
meeting :—'* That the Finance Com. of 
the Council be authorized and instructed 
to contract with Edward A. Dow, for 
a lot of land, (located as above) 400 
ft. front, 800 feet deep, at 3c. a square 
foot, to be paid for from the $100,000 
authorized by Chap. 268, Acts 1898.” 

The $100,000 Schoolhouse loan, 
payable in 30 years, and bearing 3 1-2 
per cent. interest, was read once and 
ordered to a second reading. 

Ordered that the $5,000 loan passed 
for certain highway purposes be re- 
scinded, aud that the proceeds be ex- 
pended as follows: $4,000 for macadam 
construction on Salem st., beginning at 
Winn Park; $1,000 for such other 
work as the Board of Public Works 
muy select, 

A hearing was had in the Ald. Conn 
matter and it was voted to request the 
Alderman to take back the goods he 
sold to the city aud refund the money 
before the next regular meeting of the 
Board.
